The 
excuse •"There's a war on" has now 
been replaced by "Dollar Shortage."

Politicians rarely intend the deeds 
that events and their own mistakes 
drive them to commit." continued 
Lord Beavcrbrook.

Toronlo. Nov. 24.— (CUP)— At 
the International Students Service 
Conference held at Ajax last week 
end. over fifty student aud faculty 
delegates were present. The confer- 
ence resulted in plans for a na- 
tional bilingual maau/.inc sponsored 
by the ISS and NFCUS. 

Norwegian, Danish and Dutch 
student exchanges were planned 
for next summer. There will also 
be intensive study tours in Burma, 
India, Hungary, Roumania, Italy, 
Eastern France and Switzerland. 

In February, the ISS will hold 
a campaign for the relief and re- 
habilitation of European and Asian 
students. The objective will be 
thirty thousand dollars for stu- 
dents abroad, and five thousand 
for emergency student relief In 
Canada, 

Breakfast will be supplied to 
five hundred students at the Uni- 
versity of Innsbruck, Austria for 
the three winter months, while 
there will be a contribution of 
books to the devastated libraries of 
the University of Lodz, Poland 
and supplies will be sent to Hel- 
sinki University. There will be a 
student hostel outfitted- ai Nanking 
University. 11 was resolved at the 
conference that no relief funds 

were to be used for other purposes.

tractor began another of the many 
excavations which now dot the 
campus of the University of Saskat- 
chewan. This excavation, however, 
had a special significance to all 
scientifically-minded persons in the 
province as it was the initial step 
in the construction of a nuclear 
physics laboratory, a building which 
when completed, will house a 22 
million electron volt betatron, the 
first bctqtron to be installed in a 
Canadian institution. 

Last year the Department of 
Physics at Saskatchewan decided to 
approach the Canadian Atomic 
Energy Control Commission for 
funds to be used for the purchase 
and installation of a betatron, and 
during the summer it was announc- 
ed that the commission had approv- 
ed an initial appropriation of $30,- 
000. The department could hardly 
believe their good fortune as 
Queen's, McMastcr and Toronto 
General Hospital had also applied. 
High Energy Electrons 

"Betatron" is the name given to 
a recently developed device for 
Riving electrons extremely high 
energies. This high energy elec- 
tron beam is then directed at a 
target and the subsequent bom- 
bardment produces a high energy 
X-ray beam. The machine now on 
order by Saskatchewan is rated at 
22 MEV. but is expected to have a 
maximum output of 2B MEV. .The 
largest deep X-ray outfit now in 
the province is a 400,000 volt ma- 
chine. 

The betatron, now on order, is 
expected to arrive at the univer- 
sity in the spring and hence work 
on the building will be continued 
throughout the winter. Dane T. 
Scag, the company's betatron ex- 
pert, will personally direct the in- 
stallation. The Allis-Chalmcrs Com- 
pany built the first betatron under 
the direction of its inventor. Dr. 
D. W. Kcrst, then of the University 
of Illinois. 

The laboratory will be roughly 



a one-storey grcystonc structure 
designed to match the present phy- 
sics building. It will contain a 
transformer room, a dark room, of- 
fices, a control room, and the be- 
tatron room proper. Since pro- 
tection of operating personnel and 
passers-by from the dangerous x- 
ray radiation is of prime consid- 
eration the walls of the building 
will be very thick. Those of the 
betatron room will vary in thick- 
ness from three and a half feet to 
six feet, the six-foot section being 
directly in front of the path of the 
x-ray beam. The laboratory will be 
connected by a passage to the phy- 
sics building. 

It will be possible to observe the 
betatron while in operation through 
a periscope built into the wall be- 
tween the betatron room and the 
control room. Electrical leads from 
associated cxeprimcntal apparatus 
will be brought nut of the betatron 
room through pipes set obliquely 
into the walls. This will be done so 
that measuring and rccordhiR ap- 
paratus may bo observed while an 
experiment is in progress. The 
whole laboratory will be acousti- 
cally treated to reduce Ihc other- 
wise intolerable noise made by the 
machine while in operation. 
To Treat Cancer 

High energy x-rays such as those 
that will be produced' by the ma- 
chine have been found to have their 
fircalcst effect a short distance 
beneath the surface of a body. Thus 
U is thought that the machine will 
be of great use in treating sub- 
surface cancer, since the healthy 
surface tissues of a patient's body- 
would not be damaged. It is ex- 
pected that the Saskatchewan Can- 
cer Commission will make use of 
the machine, and il is possible that 
dressing rooms will be installed in 
the laboratory. 

Although the betatron project is 
under the direction of the Physics 
Department at the university, it is 
expected that the Chemistry De- 
partment, Biology Department, and 
others will find the betatron useful 
in research. Members of the Phy- 
sics Deportment who will actively 
participate in betatron research are 
Drs. L. Katz. H. E. Johns. R. N. H. 
Haslnm, and Dr. ,E. L. Harrington 
as head of the department.

Full details 
and text of the amendments will 
be published in tomorrow's issue 
of The Daily. Exact time of the 
meeting has not yet been revealed. 
Extend Membership, Fees 
Membership lo the Students' So- 
cicty, according to one of the am- 
endments, is intended to embrace 
graduate students as well as un- 
dergraduates. Main significance 
which this will hold on the camp- 
us is that graduate students will 
be enabled to partake in all un- 
dergraduate activities. It also pre- 
supposes that graduate students 
will be represented on the S.E.C. 

Another ba«"c change to the con- 
stitution lies in the proposal for an 
increase In student fees above the 
SI0 which has been paid to date. 
Recent financial difficulties en- 
countered by the S.E.C. have 
prompted this move, together with 
increased scope of student activi- 
ties. While no official figure has 
been set. it is expected that the 
proposed increase will not exceed 
52. 

Lower Quorum 

The third main issue upon which 
students will be called to vote in- 
volves lowering the quorum from 
the present figure of 500. Lowering 
of the quorum, it is expected, will 
permit the Society to hold more 
official meetings. 

Past experience has brought the 
problem to a head, S.E.C. sources 
said last night. The recent meet- 
ing on the question of chccrlcader- 
cttes had to be declared an unoffi- 
cial meeting because of insufficient 
attendance and thus weakened the 
effectiveness of representation to 
university authorities. 

There has been no indication of 
what figure will be suggested as 
the new quorum, but reliable 
sources hint that the reduction will 
not exceed 200. 

Members of the Council arc of 
the opinion that the proposed 
changes will increase the efficiency 
of the student governing body, and 
as such, arc of vlta'l concern to 
every student. The present quorum 
of 500 students, however, suggests 
the amendments cannot be effected 
unless there is a peak attendance 
at the forthcoming meeting. 

It is expected, however, that 
interest will run high among the 
student body.

One of the more important problems facing 
the local committee of Hie National Federation 
of Canadian University Students is that con- 
cerning possible affiliation with the Interna- 
tional Union of Students — the world-wide body 
of students. 

This item calls for much careful thought 
ami consideration; and students at large must 
be encouraged to ponder the problem objectively 
and with a clear mind. 

In general terms, the I.U.S. is an organization 
of student organizations: in other words, it is 
the conglomerate of national student groups. 
Its aims, stated briefly, arc centered about the 
principle of promoting international understand- 
ing and good-will among students of the world; 
it purports too. to safeguard the interests of 
students wherever they may live. 

• • • 

The Daily has previously put forward the 
thesis that international co-operation and 
mutual understanding arc the two essentials 
which arc required for the maintenance of peace 
in our day. 

Fast editorials have also held that the dis- 
cordant notes and fundamental disagreements 
heard nbout the conference tables of the United 
Nations need not be repeated in the conference 
rooms of international youth and student organ- 
izations. 

In support of this contention, wo point to the 
basic differences in function between the states- 
man nnd the student. The former arc led by 
necessity to put forward the expressed wishes 
of their governments or parties. Statesmen then, 
representing as they do opposing attitudes and 
ideologies, must bear the fruit of incompat- 
ability — discord. 

Students, however, are not duly-bound in 
this respect; they are in the process of being 
educated; generally, they possess no cut and 
dried dogmas. Seated about (lie conference tables, 
engaged in discussion, students are not honor- 
bound to promote the interests of nny particular 
parties or groups. There can thus be some basis 



upon which to maintain an international organ- 
ization which will operate constructively, even 

during these antithetical days. 

• • • 

But at the same time, there must be aware- 
ness. For affiliation with any international or- 
ganization—including the I. U.S.— implies the 
acceptance of a constitution nnd a body of 
ideas — ideas whose interpretations might differ 
widely from those of the subsidiary bodies. 

In the case of the organization in question, 
there have been reports published by returned 
conference delegates that the I.U.S. is, in a 
sense, not representative; that it is dominated 
by leftists. This may be true, but it must' not 
lead to the conclusion that affiliation is an im- 
possibility. 

For to do so is to defeat the principle of 
internationalism; Once having accepted the pre- 
cepts of co-operation and understanding among 
the students of the world, we are inevitably 
committed to lend ourselves to the task of 
making this a reality; we are promised to aid 
in its construction, to impart, if possible, our 
own attitudes and opinions, thus influencing 

its growth nnd effectiveness. 

• » • 

Affiliation then, is possible. But this affilia- 
tion must be entered into with the intention of 
making the organization a fully representative 
one; nnd this positive attitude will enable the 
organization to fulfill its main aims all the 
more effectively. 

As it stands today, the framework of an 
international organization of students e.\i>ts with 
member groups from countries which arc by no 
means communist in either purpose or intent. 
Any consideration of affiliation on our part must 
be in the spirit of asserting our attitudes and 
ideas, and at the same time understanding the 
ideas of the other member groups. 

For in the final analysis, any organization 
which purports to promote international under- 
standing must at least have understanding 
among its own members. And this can be 
achieved.— A.T. 



Savaria Recital 
At the Plateau 



An interesting study In artistic 
self-expression was offered Inst Fri- 
day afternoon in a piano recital 
given by Georges Savaria for a 
teen-age audience in Plateau Hall. 

Beethoven's Appassionato Son- 
ata, which opened the concert, is 
deeply emotional in content and 
was well done, but suffered some- 
what from the player's emotional 
restraint — it needed the deep calm 
of the slow movement to show Mr. 
Savarla's good balance to advant- 
age. Perhaps, too, the shy artist's 
restraint* on first contact with his 
audience was a too-inhibiting fact- 
or. Chopin's Fantaisie, and the Sec- 
ond Scherzo, on the other hand, 
were very well played although 
again a trifle restrained, except in 
the building up of climaxes when 
there was a slight tendency to 
bang, particularly with the left 
hand. It was In these Chopin select- 
ions that Mr. Savaria showed his 
emotional depth, in the sensitive 
way in which he achieved transi- 
tions of mood. In the well-balanced 
shading of crcsccndos and dimi- 
nuendos and by his fine phrasing. 

Two Gershwin Preludes were 
performed with the sonority but 
not with all the fire of Gershwin. 
Again there was some too-loud 
playing in the base and some too- 
liberal use of the sustaining-loud 
pedal. Mr. Savarla's own Etude 
Poétique, which concluded the pro- 
gram, fell very pleasantly on the 
ear and expressed completely his 
emotional, restraint and sensitive 
perception. 

On the whole the performance 
was quite good, with fine and 
appropriately delicate playing in 
the treble, only slightly over- 
shadowed on occasion by an over- 
emphasized bass nnd nn over-use 
of the pedal, which favors the bass 
at the expense of the treble. 

As a final thought, we wish some- 
thing could be done about the 
Plateau piano, which seems to have 
had a totally unnecessary heat 
treatment.

I would 
first suggest to Mr. Gossclin that 
before speaking of the French Re- 
sistance he- should extend his read- 
ings to other books than the Sacri- 
fice du Matin; Colonel Rcmys, 
Memoirs d'un Agent Secret, and 
Mort du Réseau, for instance. Then 
perhaps he would. see that the part 
played by Communists in the Re- 
sistance was not a small one but 
a very large and active one. 

One half of the French under- 
ground movement were Commun- 
ists or communist controlled and 
most were noted for their daring 
and discipline. As to his statement 
that there were no Communists 
but only French patriots fighting 
the German invader, anybody hav- 
ing lived in France during the 
occupation would tell him that for 
many Communists the ideal they 
were fighting for was the Com- 
munist ideal much more than 
France. This was but a consequence 
of the Communist theories which 
place the allegiance of the parly 
above that of the country.
